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SESSION NOTES. 
Orrawa, April 8, ’99. 

Friday was a dull day in the house. 
The debate on the address continued 
from thé opposition side only with 
the Yukon feature left out. Hender- 
son, Ganang, Powell and McAllister 
occupied the day, with very good 
speeches from their point of view ; 
their only fault being that there was 
no particular reason apparent for 
their delivery. Hon. Mr. Paterson, 
minister of customs has the floor on 
Monday. 

A drizzley rain is falling to day and 
the weather is preceptibly warmer. 
But still plenty of snow in sight. 

Hon John Costigan has introduced 
a bill to charter a railway from Ed- 
monton to Athabasca Landing, Lesser 
Slave lake and Peace River. 

A deputation of luambermen waited 
on the premier yesterday to ask for 
the imposition of duty of $2.00 a 
thousand on rough lumber, 25c on 
lath, and 30c on shingles. The 
premier replied that he would have 
to consult western agricultural in- 
terests before deciding as to changes 
in the present tariff on lumber. 

Orrawa, April 12, 99. 

The fourth full week of the debate 
on the address was commenced on 
Monday by Hon. Wm. Paterson, 
minister of customs, who dealt first 
with the preferential feature of the 
tariff, and afterwards with its general 
result. The preferential feature had 
been alluded to by the opposition as a 
fraud, a delusion, a deception on the 
British dealer. This allegation was 
evidently based up the fact that the 
genecal tariff had been increased on 
some of the articles of chief import 
from England. The tariff was framed 
first in the interests of Canada, and 
secona in the interests of reciprocal 
British trade. The needs of the 
Canadian revenue had to be consider- 
ed. This led to the increase of the 
general tariff on some articles of 
import from Britain, but on these as 
on other articles the British exporter 
had the advantage of 25 per cent. 
over his United States competitor, 
and in all important cases paid an 
actually less duty tha: under the 
former tariff. For instance: On 
linseed oil which principally comes 
from England the duty had been 207. 
It was now 25% with 25 per cent., 
off to Britain. An importer takes 
two invoices (American and British) 
of linseed oil of $100 each to the 
custom house. The duty is made up 
at 25 per cent.—$25 on each. The 
$25 must be paid on the American 
invoice. On the British invoice 25 
per ceng. is deducted from amount of 
duty leaving the amount to be paid 
on the British invoice $18.65 against 
$20 under the old tariff by the 
British exporter and $25 under the 
present tariff by the American ex- 
porter. The tariff was $1.25 less 
on the $100 of import to the British 
manufacturer than before and $6.25 
less than to the American at the 
present time. There was surely no 
delusion about such a preference as 


this. The list of British imports 
numbered nearly 1,000, including 
very largely cotton goods. On nine 


of this number the duty was higher 
under the preferential clause than 
before. The total amount of imports 
of these nine items from Britain dur- 
ing 96 was $78,760 and the extra 
duty on this amount over what it 
would formierly have been would be 
about $3,000, while under the pre- 
ferential tariff on $20,000,000 worth 
of imports from Britain the duty has 
been lowered. 


In the interests of the Canadian 
consumer the duty on coal oil had 
been reduced a cent a gallon,—from 
6c te 5c, a reduction of 17 per cent. 
This meant a saving in duty paid by 
the Canadian people on the imports 
of 1897 of $80.000. The duty on 
flour had been reduced from 75c to 
60c a barrel, and on wheat from 15e¢ 
to 12c,a bushel. The opposition had 
charged that as a result of this re 
duction the country had been flooded 
with 35,780 barrels of United States 
flour and 58,000 bushels of United 
States wheat. But he found that 
under the tariff of 96 the Americans 
sent in 41,000 barrels of flour and 
142,000 bushels of wheat. The duty 
on scrap iron has been reduced from 
$400 a ton to $1,00 a ton, and to 


Britain to 75c a ton. On pig iron 
the old duty was $4 a ton, now 
$2.50, and to Britain $1.874. On 


rolled iron or steel, beams, plates, etc., 
the duty was $10 a ton, and is now 
$7.00 a ton ; or to Britain $5.25. On 


hay knives, hand rakes, feed cutters, 
fanning mills, hay fedders had been 
reduced from 35 per cent. to 25 per 
cent. and on portable engine, thresh- 
ers, separators, horse powers, wind 
mill, farm rollers from 30 per cent. to 
25 per cent. Files, adzes, hatches, 
hammers, picks, etc., from 35 per 
cent. to 30 per cent. Saws, cutlery, 
ete., 32} per cent. to. 30 per cent. 
;Seythes, snaiths, hoes, forks and 
agricultural tools generally from 35 
per cent to 25 per cent. Cut nails 
from three-quarters cent a pound to 
half a cent a pound. Wire nails from 
lc to §¢ a pound, Wood screws from 
45 per cent. to 35 per cent; wire 
fencing (not barbed) 27} per cert, to 
15 per cent. The imports of these 
articles were chiefly from the States, 
therefore only the reductions of the 
general tariff had been given, Any 
such articles coming from Britain 
were subject to the further reduction 
of 25 per cent. 


Imports of linens and cottons were 
chiefly from Britain. To protect the 
revenue these articles had been ad- 
vanced 5 per cent. over the old tariff. 
But being from Britain they were 
subject to the preferential provision. 
Therefore it was fair to compare the 
former duty with the present duty 
under the preference. Linen and 
damas« towels were 25, are now 22} 
per ‘cent. Handkerchiefs were 30, 
are now 29} per cent. Linens brown 
or bleached were 20, are now 18#c. 
Cotten fabrics printed, dyed, or color- 
ed were 30, now 26} percent. Of 
course the duty on such articles from 
the United States is one quarter 
higher. 


Total value of goods from United 
States for consumption in Canada in 
1896 $53,529,390, duty collected 
$7,767,99. Percentage of duty 14.51. 


Total value of goods from the 
United States for consumption in 
Canada in 1898, $74,824,923. Duty 
collected $9,941,624. Percentage of 
duty 13.28. 

Total value of goods from Britain 
for consumption in Canada in 1896 
$32,824,505. Duty collected $7,358, - 
514. Percentage of duty 22 42. 

Total value of goods from Britain 
for consumption in Canada in 1898, 
$32,143,461. Duty $6,549,428. Per- 
centage of duty 20,44, 

The percentage of reduction if duty 
on imports from Britain under the 
new as compared with the old tariff 
was 1.98 per cent., and in the case of 
the United States 1.23 per cent., a 
difference of three-quarter of one per 
cent. in favor of Britain. 

The percentage of duty paid on 
total imports levied in 1896 was 19.19. 
Apply that percentage to the imports 
of 1898 and compare the result with 
the amount actualiy paid and it will 
be seen that the people of Canada 
have saved in duties under the new 
as compared with the old tariff 
$2,080,555 in the year 1899. The 
percentage of duty on total imports 
in that year was 17.54. But the 
preference on British goods was then 
only 123 per cent. For the current 
year it is 25 per cent., and he estimat- 
ed that under this full reduction the 
total saving to the Canadian people 
would be fully $3,000,000 in the 
current year. 

The minister claimed that the ex- 
pansion of Canadian trade by $60,- 
000,000 in the two full years the 
present administration had been in 
office,—an increase of 25 per cent. in 
two years—was ample justification of 
the tariff policy which had been 
adopted, especially when it was re- 
membered that the expansion of 
foreign trade had been accompanied 
and surpassed by an expansion of 
home trade. They had redeemed 
their at one time supposed to be im- 
practicable promise of reducing the 
tariff without decreasing the pros- 
perity or the revenues of the country. 
They had more than fulfilled their 
promise in that beth prosperty and 
revenues had been increased. 


Bergeron, of Beauharnois, followed 
the minister of customs on Monday 
last. Mr. Bergeron was deputy 
speaker in the last parliament, and 
defeated Hon. Mr. Tarte in Beau- 
harnois at the general elections.

LOCAL IMPROVEMENT DISTRICTS. 


fhe following information regarding 
statute labor districts was given in 
the assembly by the coramissioner of 
publie works, J. H. Ross. There are 
at present in existence 414 local im- 
provement districts. During the 
past year the following work had been 
done: $10,373.15 had been collected 
for taxes on lands owned by com- 
panies or other non-resident owners, 
and for commutation 488 miles of 
road were graded, 272 miles of road 
cleared, 982 miles of fire guard plowed, 
50 bridges were built, 78 bridges were 
repaired, 187 culverts built, 74 cal- 
verts repaired, 12 dams built, 29 
cams repaired, 1,997 yards of corduroy 
made, 24,447 days were worked in 
commutation of local improvement 
tax, and 820 holes, old wells and 
cellars filled. Streets were improved 
at Broadview, Alameda, Lumsden, 
South Edmonton, Pincher Creek and 
Wetaskiwin. 


FROM THE PEACE. 


W. Manfred, of Milwaukee, came in 
from the Peace river last night and 
leaves in the morning for his home in 
the States. Mr. Manfred wasa mem- 
ber of a prospecting party, but left the 
others and went iato winter camp on 
the bank of the Peace, about 100 miles 
above the Crossing, where he spent the 
winter. Occasional parties of Indians, 
who came down the river on hunting 
trips, reported a large number of men 
at St. John, and great sickness from 
scurvy. They thought that some had 
died, but were not sure. Other In- 
dians had reported to them that white- 
men farther west, through the moun- 
tains, had found plenty of gold in the 
river bank and were washing it out all 
fall until the snow fell. The name of 
the river was not known, but as near as 
Mr. Manfred could ascertain it must 
have been the Black river. There 
were some fifteen whitemen working 
on it. After the frost set in they had 
started drift mining and tunnelling, 
though with what success was not 
known.

A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


W. P. Rowland and Lottie Brunette, his 
affienced wife, both of Edmonton, com- 
mitted suicide here on Friday night, by 
taking strychnine, The first intimatioa 
the public had of the terrible affair was 
when word was brought to Robertson 
Halil where some of the relatives of the 
deceased were attending a performance of 
Fast Lynne. It appears tha} about nine 
o’clock on Friday evening Rowland entered 
Kenaeth McDonald’s house in the east end 
of town, acting in a very peculiar manner. 
He had no shoes or hat on and appeared 
almost out ot his mind. He would not 
remain, and when interrogated as tu what 
was the matter returned some irrational 
answer, and left the house again immediate- 
ly. So 8 was his conduct that the 
McDonalds were alarmed and sent for a 
doctor and his mother, who lived about a 
quarter of a mile away. Ina short time 
Rowland again returned, this time in an 
almost dying condition. He had only 
time to state before he died that he had 
taken — that ‘his girl was dead,’ 
they had poisoned themselves, and her 
body was lying in the field about a quarter 
of a mile away. He had taken the first 
spoonfull and she the second. She had 
died almost immediately, but be had had to 
take another dose. Word was sent at 
once to the mounted police and a search 
party composed of Insp. Snyder, Sergt. 
Aston and town constables Pattison and 
Campbell started out to search the field for 
Lottie Brunette. Ina bluff, just where he 
had said, they found her corpse. She 
way lying partly on her side and face and 
had apparently died quickly and painlessly. 
A waterproof canvass sheet and a bright 
colored blanket had been spread under- 
neath the trees, and on these she lay. Her 
shoes and hat had been removed and were 
set neatly beside her, and about 25 feet 
away a small heavy glass bottle, empty, 
but corked, was found. To the inside 
stuck a number of erystals of half dissolved 
strychnine. A small label with the word 
*« poison ” was the only mark on the bottle. 


No inquest was held as numerous letters 
written by the two explained the reason 
and proved that the deed was premeditated. 
She was a Catholic, he a Protestant, and 
streng objections had apparently been made 
to their marriage. In their last letters 
they refer to these objections and state that 
if they cannot live together they will die 
together. In the afternoon Rowland had 
taken the blanket and canvass sheet out to 
the bluff and after that they were seen on 
the street together seemingly happy and 
in the best of spirits. He was about 22 
and she 21 years of age. Both were well 
known here. He had been on several trips 
through the north with the police patrols 
as a special. Was a sinart, good looking, 
splendidly built young fellow, sober and 
industrious and even at the time of com- 
mitting the rash and fatal act his wagons 
were loaded with freight for the Landing, 
and he was to start out the next day. He 
leaves a mother and several brethers and 
sisters all in Edmonton. Miss Brunette 
was an unusually good looking and sensible 
girl, having very dark hair and eyes. She 
leaves a father, Phileas A. R. Brunette, of 
St. Albert, and a sister. 

W. P. Rowland’s funeral took place 
yesterday to the Edmonton cemetery, the 
body being followed to the grave by a very 
large number of friends of the afflicted 
family, to whom the sincere sympathy of 
the community is extended.

The 
spot is an unfrequented one and particdlar- 
ly deselate looking at this season of the 
year. 

AX inquest would aave been held on the 
remains of Lottie Brunette to ascertain 
more fully the manner in which she met her 
death, and the nature of the poison taken, 
but her father did not desire the body dis- 
turbed. As the ends of justice could not 
in any way have been furthered, both of the 
parties implicated being dead, the author- 
ities let the matter drop, but the depart- 
ment at Ottawa have been advised of all the 
facts as known, and if they consider an in- 
quest advisable will telegraph instructions, 
when the body will be disinterred and a 
post mortem examination made,

Ross, minister of public works, moved 
the second reading of a bill to amend 
the local improvement ordinance.
